Grand Jury on the County Jail. 


Precisely as numerous of its predecessors have done, 


the grand jury which closed its work on Saturday, called 
official attention to the Allcai county jail and placed em- 
phasis upon the fact that the county can -not defer much 
longer the erection of a new jail to supersede the present 
structure on North Calhoun street. It is asserted that un- 
der Sheriff B.eichelderfer the prisoai is kopt in us good a 
condition as is possible in the unsanitary and incomplete 
state of the building, and in the judgment of the grand 
jurors steps should be taken at owe for the construction 
of a new building with a workhouse attached to it. 
Previous grand juries have made similar declarations, 
and inspections by representatives (if the board of state 
charities have resulted in criticisms almost identical. 
Doubtless when the jail was constructed it was regarded 
as a model of its kind. Today it is not only old, but it lacks 
many features that would contribute not only to the 
health of the inmates, but would make the administration 
of jail affairs infinitely easier and considerably less ox- 
pensive. The work house suggestion is another that ought 
to be given serious consideration. The prospect of six 
'days of actual work each week would constitute a serious 
disadvantage to jail life in Fort "Wayne to the crowd that 
now regards it as a rather inviting sort of place for an easy 
•winter's sustenance. With the handsomest county court 
house in the country, Alleji county should take some steps 
toward remedying its jail conditions that seem shockingly 
bad by contrast.

Dr;. Cutler.says that he does not poae 


as an expert on style in dressing, hut he 
says that the average person can save a 
large part of his grocer's bills by eating 
foods which .are cheaper but 
equally 


nourishing. - : 


'1 wonder that people do hot investi- 


gate milk, for instance, as an economi- 
cal food," said Dr. Cutler. "It is a well 
known fact that a quart of milk rarely 
costs more than eight cents, is equal in 
value to eight eggs, costing twenty cents 
ill winter, and hut little less in the sum- 
mer, or to fourteen ounces of the aver- 
age beefsteak, which costs from, twenty 
to twenty-five cents. Milk is the most 
nourishing of foods. 


"Bread and milk' together constitute 


what is called a balanced ration—that is, 
the two together furnish all the elements 
necessary to nourish -the body. A man 
working at hard farm labor can live and 
be well nourished on only bread and 
milk. 


"If this is. true, how much more true 


it:is of. n. person of sedentary habits! 
The. beauty of this kind of diet is that it 
is so'easily digested and requires so little 
energy for digestion, while if a mtin eats 


gout, diabetes and fever should be espe- 
cially careful :to drink enough' water. 
God drinking water should h'a-ve little "or 
no color, ho odor, a pleasant fresh fi 
and should contain.not more than eight 
and one-half grains of solid matter to 
the gallon, with very little organic mat- 
ter." 


In discussing the relative value of dif- 


ferent kinds of food, Dr. Cutler remarkec 
that 25 cents' worth of bread containee 
about 10,500 calories-of energy, which is 
enough to supply the needs of four men 
for twenty-four hours. Cheese has abou 
one-fourth this amount of energy pro 
ducing value. 


Dr. Cutler says that peas, not beans 


are'the better substitute for meat in fur 
Dishing protein or waste building mater 
ials. "Beans are good/' he said, "bu 
peas are better. Eggs cost eight time 
as much, and beef .five times as much t 
furnish the same amount of protein a 
peas. 


"If one eats a medium ; quantity 


wholesome food he is "doing a great dea 
to ward off disease. The simple diet, like 
the simple life, is better in all circum- 
stances. I advocate- plain living. I do 
not advocate a vegetable diet exclusively, 
but I do insist that we should have more 
milk in our diet and less meat, both for 
the sake of economy of digestion as well 
as for the economy of the pocketbook."
